_ What's ft Like To - 
Have A Chimney Fire? - 


It's no fun. If it doesn't burn the house down, it 

probably wreck your chimney and scare you half 

to death. Here's how it happens. 
Begin with one dirty chimney—let’s suy a 
fireplace not cleaned for a couple of years. The svvot 
lining the chimney flue is saturated with flammable 
stuff called creosote. (More detail on creosote is 
availabel in any dictionary.) It doesn't take much to 
ignite creosote—a newspaper fire sending flames up 
to the damper is enough. ; 

Once kindled, creosote burns with joyous aban- 
don. In a matter of seconds the fire spreads up 
through the flue creating u draft that only helps 
things along. At this point your average chimney fire 
begins to roar and howl, sending the occupants of the 
house running for cover. 

If you run, you'll be treated to a real fireworks 
show. As the creosote fire builds and intensifies the 
heat melts the mortar between the brick. The red-hot 
mortar actually drips into the flue, only to be caught 
up in the tremendous updraft, and these littie fire 
balls shoot out the chimney and onto the roof. If 
you're lucky, the chimney will fall apart destroying 
one end of the building—if you're not, this miniaturé 
volcano can bring the whole house down. 

However, if you stand your ground, a chimney 
fire can be controlled. Put out the fire in the fireplace 
with an extinguisher or sand. Cover the opening with 
a wet blanket, call the fire department, and hope for 
tie Vest. But uw should be pointed out that having 
your chimney cleaned is a lot easier on the nerves 
than the sand and wet blanket method.

recommended that anyone 
who is a parent attend 
these classes, to share their 
knowledge and experiences 
to help other families with 
some of the difficulties that 
they might be having. It is 
quite normal for parents to 
feel that their situation is 
unique and this makes it all 
the more difficult for them. 
However, many times if 
the parents talk among 
themselves about their dif- 
ficulties, they will realize 
that the difficulties that 
they are having with their 
children are common 
throughout the com- 
munity. Mr. Morford can 
be contacted by calling 
348-4681. 

Another way that we at- 
tempt to provide education 
for parents is through the 
patent aide services that 
we offer. The Department 
of Social Services has con- 
tracted an individual to do 
parent aide assistance to 
families. We utilize the 
parent aide services for 
helping parents become ad- 
justed to the community, 
develop their own resour- 
ces within the community. 
assist in transporation, and 
also to relay information 
about child rearing prac- 
tices and homemaking 
techinques. 

In addition to these ser- 
vices, if we find that it is 
necessary to refer families 
to more intense counseling 
we have utilized the local 
Community Mental Health 
Agency and have found 
that they have been very 
cooperative in assisting 
our clients in any therapy 
that. the family might need. 

An area that we attempt 
to utilize also, that is more 
directed towards children, 
is the local Youth Services 
Bureau. At Youth Services 
they attempt to provide 
recreation and work 
projects for youth. Many 
iimes we find that the 
children of the families 
that we are attempting to 
help through protective 
services can use this type 
of outlet. 


the. area of Wade health, 
we attempt to channel 
them into the local Public 
Health Organization or 
help them to find a doctor 
that can help with their 
specific needs. 

We have also felt that at 


time it was necessary to . 


provide a complete 
psycholegical report on dif- 
ferent. members of the 
family. We have utilized 
the local psychologists to 
provide these reports and 
to assist the family in 
whatever areas become ob- 
vious to the psychologist. 
There are many other 
ways that we attempt to 
provide assistance to these 
The most impor- 
tant thing to note is that 
when we have assessed 
that the family needs 
assistance then our fun- 
ction is to offer them the 
community resources that 
are available to them and 
to assist them in receiving 
those resources,
